SOME BIG PENSIGHS. 


Drawing a State Allowance of $750 
For Sixty-One Years. 

A feuture of Government service, 
which undoubted!y has « great attrac. 
tion for many people, is that one is 
sure of a pension after a stipulated 
number of years’ service, or if ill- | 
health ot old age compels a retire- 
ment—that is, of course, providing the | 
character of the worker has been sat- | 
isfactory. 

At the present time the state is pay- | 
ing 4,079 people pensions which total | 
$3,519,000 per year. These pensions | 
cover al] branches of the Civil Ser- 
vice, the greatest number of pension- 
ers being those of the Enghsh and 
colonial prison departments. There 
are no fewer than 1,522 pensions being 
paid to former warders, clerks, ma- 
trons, storekeeper, gutekeepers, fore 
men, etc., in our prisons. The pen- 
sions range from $6 per annum paid 
to a former assistant-warder atter one 
year's service to $3,600 for a commis- 
sioner after forty-one years’ service. 

In several instances the prison pen- | 
ions have been given after only four 





years’ service, mainly on aecount, 
however, of the abolition of certain 
departments; but as a rule a pension 
has not been granted, except im the 
case of ill-health, under twenty-five 
to thirty years’ service, and in many 
eases between forty and fifty years’ 
service has been given to the state 
before receiving a pension. 

Then there are 460 pensions, total- 
ling $350,000, paid in connection with 
former services in public offices in 
Ireland, while 222 formér employes in 
public offices in Scotland are receiving 
$160,000 per year. 

Among the miscellaneous pensions 
which are paid by the state might be 
mentioned $3,800 per year which is 
paid to Sir E. Thorpe, who, after thir- 
ty-one years’ service as Principal Gov- 
ernment Chemist, retired at the age 
of sixty-three. Then $4,000 superan- 
nuation allowance is paid to Mr. R. O. 
B. Lane, K.C., the well-known Metro- 
politan police magistrate, while a sup- 
erannuation allowance of $1,600 14 
made to Sir C. R. Wilson, former Suez , 
Canal Director, who also receives a 
pension of $4,500 a year as late Secre- 
tary and Controlier-General ot the Na- 
tional Debt Office. 

Altogether there are thirty-two pen- 
sioners in connection with the diplo- 
matic services, whose yearly allow- 
ance range from $200 paid to Rev. 
F. R. Elliot, former chaplain at the 
Athens Legation, to $8.500 paid to

English Woman Breeds and Trains 
Eskimo Dogs For the Market. 


Throughout the world there are 
many men and women who find em- 
ployment in raising something or cth- 
er out of the ordivary in plant or ani- 
mal life. Just at present there is a 
Mrs. Scott who conducts a dog farm 
at Grove Park, one of the suburbs ot 
London. Her specialty is Eskimo dogs 
which she breeds and trains for the 
market. Although the market for this 
sort of the canine family is not very 
large, yet it is sufficient to make it 
worth while to this lady, due to the 
manner in which she trains the dogs 
for Arctic explorations. 

Eskimo dogs are absolutely essential 
when journeying in the Arctic regions. 
Good Eskimo dogs can be obtained in 
Greenland, or in Alaska, but they can- 
not be exported from the former place 
except by special permission of the 
Danish Government and Alaskan dogs 
are not classed in the good variety. 

A great trouble with ordinary Eski- 
mo dogs is thut they have no breeding 
and no discipline. They will obey the 
master with whom they have been 
brought up, but when they start after 
fish or other game, even their master 
can control them only by the exercise 
of brute force. The desired dogs for 
exploration purposes are those that 
will obey orders given by a white 
man; dogs that are broken into har- 
ness and are not afraid of work, dogs 
that have learned team work. : 

It is just this kind of dogs that Mrs. 
Scott raises for the market. Her ken- 
nels have only pure-blooded animals 
of carefully selected stock and from 
surliest puppyhood she trains them in 
how to eat and how to work. When 
she gets through with an Eskimo dog 
the animal is not nearly so ferocious 
as one that just “growed up” in the 
surroundings of an Eskimo village. 
They adapt themselves quickly to new 
masters and they have acquired good 
eating manners, so that they are not 
so likely to attack the cupboard or 
fresh game. 

Mrs. Scott feede her enimals no 
meat except pemmican and dried fish 
brought from Norway; a large part of 
the diet is a specially prepared biscuit. 
Her trained dogs are specially desired 
by Arctic and Antarctic expeditions 
and she has supplied many of these 
with dogs from her kennels.

Blackwood’s Magazine. 


Not long after the “Quarterly” was 
published, Blackwood had decided to 
establish a Tory periodical as a coun- 
terblast to The Edinburgh Review and 
its Whiggism. This appeared as The 
Edinburgh Monthly Magazine, under 
the editorship of Pringle and Cleg- 
horn, two ineapable persons who soon 
deserted, leaving the publisher to seek 
the aid of Lockhart and Wilsen, rising 
men who became respectively the bio 
grapher of Scott and his son-in-law, 
and ‘‘Christopher North,” the great ri- 
val of Jeffrey as a critical slasher. 

The first attempt came to an end, 
but in 1817 ‘‘Blackwood’s Magazine” 
appeared, and Mrs. Oliphant, the his- 
torian of the House, draws a delight- 
ful picture of the eager and ambitious 
young editor hastening home end pre- 
senting the first copy to his wife with 
the words: ‘‘There is that which will 
give you what is your due, what I 
always wished you to have.”’ ‘ 

But there was tribulation before the 
publisher by reason of the famous sa- 
tire upon the celebrities of Auld Ree- 
known as the “‘Chaldee Manu- 
script,’ a piece of violent and high- 
spirited fun written after the manner 
of the Scriptures. Legal threats fol- 
lowed, and probably swallowed up the 
profits of an enormous sale. 

Later came ‘‘North’s’’ attacks on 
Wordsworth and ‘The Cockney 
School,’’ with Leizh Hunt at the head. 
It was foolishly said that Blackwood's 
review helped to kill Keatg. If this 
were so (then or now) few authors 
would survive their first bogk.—T.P.'s 
Weekly.

‘TALK MONKEY LANGUAGE. 
African Natives Can Almost Speak 
With the Apes. 

It is the firm belief of Mr. James 
Stewart, the Scottish surveyor, whe 
has returned home after spending 
over three years in darkest Africa, | 
that many of the natives can almost | 
speak the monkey language. Mr. 
Stewart traveled through Liberia and 
parts of the Upper Congo with a party 
of surveyors, and during the whole! 
of their arduous march they ‘kilied | 
their dinner every day. Sometimes | 
they traveled at the rate of 20 miles 
daily, sometimes the forests were so 
dense and the obstacles so numerous 
that they made no more than a few 
miles. 

“During one of our marches,”’ he 
said, in relating further experiences 
to a reporter, “we had to plow our | 
way through a marsh that rose up, 
above our knees. The boggy nature | 
of some of the country was such that | 
we were splashed from head to foct, | 
and it was the snost tiresome walk 
we had in the whole of our journey-. 
For miles the marsh stretched on all 
sides, the carriers told us that it had 
never been fully explored, and the 
only way to get our destination wus | 
to go through it as quickly us we 
could. We went through it—but not 
quickly. Added to the inconvenience | 
and sodden condition of the iand was 
the terrible smell of rotten and rottinz 
vegetation. We lost one or two of 
our packages at this stage, for they fell 
off the heads of our carriers, who 
stumbled against submerged trees. | 

One of the men disappeared, too. 
He was in the rear, and had only a 
light load, but suddenly he was miss- 
ed from the caravan, and we had to 
search for him. The natives spread | 
out in @ semi-circle, and did a com- 
plete tour round us, sweeping the | 
marsh for @ radius of about 3 yards. 
They never found him. 

“It was when we were going down 
the river that we made the acqua.nt- 
ance of the monkeys. We cvuld hear 
them in the forest, chattering to each 
other and calling plaintively, almost 
like human beings. At first I couid 
hardly believe they were monkeys; I 
thought they were tribes of natives, 
and some of their cries were like those 
of children who had been frightened. 
It was the weirdest thing to see them 
swinging along one of the boughs of 
the trees, hand in hand or grusping 
each other's tails. They would swing 
together in this fashion, forming a, 
bridge right acrosa the stream, and) 
then our carriera would get quite ex- | 
cited. They were very fond of mon- 
key flesh. As we approached the ani- | 
mals the natives would ship their pad- 
dles and sit quiet, while the best 
marksmen would hold a gun so that 
he could have a good aim.

PECAN CAKES—Use two , one 
cupful of brown sugar, one-half cu es 
of flour, one-quarter teaspoonfu 
salt, one quarter teaspoonful of Gekiner 
powder and two cupfuls of chopped 
pecans. Make a dozen and a half 
cakes in a shallow gem-pans, lay half

This question has received vsrious 
answers. The Roman, Anglican and 
Greek Churches, claiming Apostolic 
Succession, declare that authorization 
to preach come through their apostle 
bishops, and have not allowed Pro- 
testant minister: to enter their pulpits 
—until the Episcopalians, about a 
year ago granted this concession. Of 
course, if their proposition were cor- 
rect, I am just as*much unordained 
as all other Protestant ministers—and 
ho more so. 

Each denomination at its beginning 
was opposed by all others; yet each 
taught that the clergy were separate 
from the laity. Only since the organ- 
ization of the Evangelical Alliance 
(1846) have the different sects of 
Christendom scknowledged each oth- 
er’s ordinations. Each denomination 
makes use of such ceremonies as it 
deems proper. If, therefore, the-con- 
eregation of Christian believers in 
Brooklyn and in London ordain or 
appoint me as their pastor, it is their 
own choice what ceremonies, if any, 
shall accompany that ordination. Who 
can dispute this? No Protestant de- 
nomination, surely; for their own 


| ordinations are on thia very basis. 


The subject of ordination of minis- 
ters seems to have fallen into con- 
fusion during the Dark Ages; and few 
have gotten fully back to the Bible 
teachings on the subject. St. Paul 
particularly emphasizes the fact that 
he did not receive his commission as 
aoe and Apostle of Christ from 

is brother Apostles, but by Divine 
authorization. 

No denomination claims that the 
ordination of its ministers either made 
or kept them perfect. All admit that 
there have been sad failures amongst 
their ordained ministers. Neither 
would they claim that ordination has 
given their ministers superior spirit- 
uality or discernment of Divine 
Truths. On the contrary, it has in- 
jured the clergy by making many of 
them domineering and lordly, contrary 
to the spirit of Christ and the Apos- 
tles and their teachings; and the laity 
by leading them to conclude that 
merely secular matters should engage 
their attention.

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beef scraps, one-half pound of linseed 
meal und one pound of clover or alfal- 
fa meal.

Mangels may be given to supply a 
further amount of succulent food if 
necessary. 

The birds should be given ample yard 
room and compelled to take plenty of 
exercise. Scattering grain in the litter 
in the morning, which necessitates tbe 
birds scratching for their meal, will 
serve as a Valuable aid. The custom 
of giving the birds a wet mash in the 
morning has now gone completely out 
of vogue, and with good reason. The 
consensus of opinion at the present 
time is that the dry mash js much 
more desirable. Dry mash fed in hop- 
pers can be handled more easily and 
at less expense than the wét mash 
A dry mash that will give good results 


Wheat brand, two parts by welght; mid- 
dlings, one part by weight; corn meal, 
one part by weight; linseed meal, one 
part by weight; alfalfa or clover meal, 
one part by weight; beef scraps, one part 
by weight. 

This should be placed In a hopper 
and kept before the birds all the time. 
Where the dry mash js provided whole 
or cracked corn and wheat should be 
fed in the litter in the morning and at 
noon. 

Cleanliness in the poultry house is at 
all times important, but especially so 
during the fall and winter, when the 
fowls are unable to obtain free range. 
The dropping boards should be cleaned 
frequently and fresh litter supplied. 
A great factor In establishing sanitary 
conditions is the application of white- 
wash. 


STORAGE OF CELERY. 


Trench Method Is One Way of Pre- 
serving This Vegetable, 

There are many ways of storing 
celery. Some of the large growers pack 
in the field, use large crates and send 
direct to city storage houses. Others 
bave special storage houses on the 
farm in which the crop may be held 
until midwinter or even later. Pits 
are often used by g#owers who do not 
make a specialty of this crop. 

One of the most successfi1! plans ts 
to store In trenches. Storage may be- 
gin after the middle of October and the 
work should be completed before there 
is bard freezing weather. In most 
sections of the north the crop should 


| be stored before the 10th or 15th of 
| November. 


The trenches should be about a foot 
wide and deep enough to receive the 
plants so that the tops will protrude 
not more than two or three inches 
above the top of the trench. The plants 
are moved to the trenches as promptly 
as possible after lifting, stood erect 
and gdaced as close together as the 
roots will permit. Some loose soll 
ubout the roots in the trench improves 
conditions for satisfactory storage. 

The tops should be free from dew or 
rain when trenehed. Boards which 
were used In blanching the early crop 
fare nailed together into troughs and 
placed over the trenched plants to pro- 
tect them from cold and rain. On 
warm days stones or blocks should be 
placed under the boards to provide 
ventilation. As the weather becomes

Hang Up the Scythe. 

It is undesirable to leave a scythe 
lying about, yet it is equally difficult 
to find a suiftable place to hang one. 
To hang it on a nail is to risk dulling 
the blade, while to hang it in the 
crotch of a tree is detrimental to the 
tree’s welfare’ However, there is a 
way. Obtain a V shaped crotch fran 
an old limb, cutting one fork about a 
foot in length and the other about esx 
inches. The rear side of the long fork 
is then trimmed down slightly so that 
it can be nailed uprightly to a fist 
surface. This will form a permanect 
place for the scythe, where the blado 
will not get dulled nor a fruit tree be 
injured.—Farm and Fireside. 








Around the Honey Makers. 


Comb honey that‘ s to be sent to 
a distant market shduld be shipped 
before cold weather, since the combs 
become extremely fragile when cold.

FALL POULTRY CARE. 


Advice Given by the New Hampshire 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 
Feeds for laying hens in the fall 








should be of such a nature as to pro- 
mote and aid molting and bring the 
fowls into a physical condition con- 


| ducive to early laying. One of the 


principal feeds helpful to this end is 
oil meal, which tends to loosen the old 
feathers, put a gloss on the new ones 
aud keep the birds healthy. A good 
molting ration will consist of three 
pouuds of whole or cracked corn, two 
pounds of wheat, one-half ponnd of 


fare nailed together into troughs and 
placed over the trenched plants to pro.

and many counties for ten, years have 
had no occasion to try a criminal case, 
As one of the objections often urged 
against prohibition is that the taxes 
would be very great without the in- 
come the government derives froin 
the liquor traffic, temperance people 
}cannot but rejoice at such aw report. 
The saving ip asylums, poorhouses and 
jails would more than make up any 
deficiency in the budget, if Kansas be 
taken as atypical case.
